Extreme Patience to Be Ex- 
ercised in Dealing With 
Turkish Invaders

LONDON. Oct. 18—Further repre- 
sentations regarding the invasion of 
the Mosul frontier which the British 


Government made to Turkey on 
Thursday last took on the nature of 
an ultimatum. But to this extent 
only: it declared that unless the 
Turkish troops retired behind the 
“present. frontier’ agreed upon at 
Lausanne, Great Britain would re- 
sume full liberty of action. . That 
does not portend an immediate out- 
break of hostilities. 

It merely cancels the implications 
of Britain’s withdrawal of the air 
force and native levies to a safe dis- 
tance from the Turkish troops. Brit- 
ain will continue to exercise extreme 
patience with a view to avoiding a 
conflict, but'-it behoves the Turks 
on their part to adopt a fundamen- 
tally different attitude from that in- 
dicated in their long-delayed reply. 

- Tarks Had Twofold Object 

The first information concerning 
the nature of Turkey’s explanation 
reached London:from Constantinople’ 
on’ Neda git the ye ag a signifi- 

the ve te.given out jis 
eo rome part played. by’ Assyrian, 
Christians—picturesquely referred 
to as “Nestorian bandits.” The 
Turks certainly had a twofold ob- 
ject when they set out on. their 
troublesome adventure. They de- 
sired to improve their chances of 
obtaining Mosul by the only argu- 
ment they really understand—force. 
Almost equally they ¢esired to rid 
the coveted territory of the incon- 
venient presence of the Christian 
tribe which presented an obstacle to 
the realization of their projects for 
Turkification.. Circumstances liter- 
ally played into their hands. 

When the British occupied Irak 
they found remnants of the once 
great race of Assyrian Christians 
foaming its plains, whither they had 
been driven by Turks and Kurds. In 
1921, these elements were encour- 
aged to return to their homelands, 
some 70 miles north of Mosul, a city 
where they remained under British 
protection. All apparently went 
well until August of this year when 
the Turkish Governor of Julamerk | 
was sent to visit the Kurdish tribe 
of Chal. He violated the British 
mandated territory and Assyrian 
Christians, instigated by a Kurdish 
chieftain -.who presumably did not 
welcome the attentions of Angora, 
attacked and captured him, but re- 
leased him- immediately. 

Rid of Unwanted Christians 

The Turks thereupon dispatched a 
military expedition which again vio- 
lated the British area and proceeded 
to drive out Assyrians to the num- 
her of. 6000 and burn their villages. 
The incursion proceeded to take on 


ina conflict of British and Turkish 
arms from which ‘the present: situ- 
ation resulted. ..In both directions, 
therefore, the-Turks tentatively ac- 
complished their object. ‘They have 
rid themselves of unwanted Chris-

Exclusive Study of Conditions in Soviet Repub- 
lic by Monitor Correspondent Shows Average 
Teacher Gets 10% Less Than Before War 


The following is the firit of six 
articles on the most important as- 
ese of the present situation in 

ussia. . They are the result of ‘an* 
investigation made, durigg this past 
summer, by Stanley High who was 
sent into Russia as a spetial corre- 
spondent of The Christicn Science 
Monitor. In these articles Mr. High 
will discuss not only the economic 
and political situation in Russia 
but, also, religtous, educational and 
social conditions. 


By STANLEY HIGH 

It is one’ thing—and not so diffi- 
cult—to describe conditions in Rus- 
sia. It is something altogether dif- 
ferent—and well-nigh -impossible— 
to explain those conditions or to 
draw conclusiogs from them. Those 
factors which seem, fairly well, to 
account for today’s situation may, 
probably will, in fact, fail completely 
as an explanation for tomorrow’s 
developments. And just at the pre- 
cise moment that one conclusion 
seems safe enough, something occurs 
to prove it absolutely unfounded. 
Prophets and prophecies of. divers 
sorts have come out of Russia since 
1917. But forecasts, for the most 
part, share a common failure of ful- 
fillment. 

It is possible to sit at some con- 
venient. city near the. Russian bor- 
der and concoct, out of ill-founded 
hearsay, a great amount. of mali- 
eee misinformetion. | Just -why it 

that. trom. Riga. or War- 
saw.or Lohdon are given so much 
more. credence, often, than. reports 
from Moscow; is difficult to under- 
stand. The answer usually given is 
that Moscow. reports are colored. 
But it is not apparent in Russia 
just who does the coloring. The cen- 
sorship is .very loosely enforced. 
Mail articles are almost never even 
opened. Cabled stories are very 


rarely held up. None of the corre- |. 


spondents- with whom I talked in 
Russia reportéd any real difficulty 
from the Government, except a wide- 
spread failure to give assistance of 
any sort to newspaper men. As for 
an understanding of the shortcom- 
ings Of the present régime, one need. 
only to follow the Russian papers. 
In them the complaints of every sec- 
tion of the country are aired, and the 
failures, more often than the 
achievements, of the Communist 
régime receive the most. seripus at- 
tention. At any rate, it is very ap- 
parent, in Russia, that one need not 
live outside of Russia to write the 
j truth of the situation. 


Soviet, a Stable Government 


But it is possible, on the other 
hand, to go into Russia—as through 
the portals of some earthly paradise 
—and view conditions as though the 
millenium for which the Soviets are 
working were, actually, in sight. It 
is easy enough, for instance, to-go 
into the office of Lunacharsky, the 
Commissar for Education, and study 
the program,. which has been worked 
out. to the last.detail, whereby the 
illiteracy of Russia will be. “liqui- 


‘dated” by 1930, or thereabouts, and 


then mistake the plan for the achieve- 
sment. Ht is possible, also, to study 
tlie expeditious working: of the courts 
ot. Soviet Russia and never discover 
the great number of people—harmless 
bourgeoisie, most of them-—who, at 
the present time, are being gent into 
exile without the benefit of any trial. 
Rose-tinting Russia is an oceppation 
that ~has not helped, materially, to 
a. sympathetic understanding. of the 
actual situation. there. 

. The Soviet Government, whatever 
its failures and successes, isa fact— 
probably the most stable fact an the 
political horizon of Europe. But -it 
is not a Communist government, save 
in the fact that. it is dedicated to}. 
the eventual realization of the m+ 
munist ideal, 
for the 600,600 members of the Com- 
munist Party, a democratic govern- 
ment. It is maintained by a dictator- 
ship that is as ruthless: with. the 
forces that oppose it as it. is severe 
in the measures by which | it enforcés 
the party discipline.

CHEKIANG. ARMY 
ADMITS DEFEAT 


Armistice Signed, but Some 
Troops Unaware of It, 
Continue Firing 


‘SHANGHAI, Oct. 13 ()—Chekiang 
forces holding defense lines west of 
Shanghai, unaware that they were 
fighting for a.lost cause, uninformed 


that an armistice. had been signed 
last night in which their leader vir- 
tually admitted defeat, continued 
firing into the enemy lines this after- 
noon. . 

A train from Nansiang, 12 miles 
west of here, brought in 300 Chekiang 
scldiers, who, when apprised of the 
turn of events, joined other Chekiang 
troops at the railway station north 
of here where an impromptu auction 
of clothing and equipment was held. 
A number of military motorcars were 
knocked down to bidders for $10 and 
upwards. 

At the Lungwha Arsenal, head- 
quarters of,the Chekiang forces, a 
small group of unarmed soldiers 
awaited the arrival of Kiangsu and 
Fukien province troops to take over 
the arsenal. 

General Lu Yung-Hsiang, military 
governor af Chekiang province, pre- 
sided at the conference which re- 
sulted in the decision to surrender, 
and which sent him to the interna- 
tional settlement here as a refugee. 
His chief aide, General Ho Feng- 
Ling, defense .commissioner of 
Shanghai, was not present at the 
conference. 

General Chang Tse-pin, a Chekiang 
field commander, walked out of the 
meeting after vigorously opposing 
the proposal of his.chief to sur- 
render. General Chang left for the 
Nansiang sector this morning to join 
his forces, then estimated at 4000. 
Throughout the night workers in 
the Chekiang . forces removed 
valuable contents. from the Lungwha 
headquartere into the: foreign settle- 
mentvat Shanghai, while their Jéaders 
scattered to -unknown* points -of 
refuge.

LONDON,. Oct. 13—The Labor, 
Conservative and Liberal election 
manifestos are now published and. 
are scanned anxiously by puzzled 
voters to find a lead toward that 
stablegovernment at which all parties 
claim to atm. Labor relies upon its 
record. It enumerates the number 
of measures it proposes—including 
the nationalization of the mining 
industry—as steps toward a “So- 
cialist Commonwealth.” It also de- 
fends the loan clauses of the pro- 
posed Russian treaties, which both 
the other parties attack. 

The Conservative and Liberal 
manifestos are drawn up on indi- 
vidualistic lines. They differ from 
One another chiefly in their attitude 
toward tariffs. That of the Con- 
Servatives does not close the door 
to limited protection, since it favors 
the extension of action for “safe- 
guarding industry,” whereas that of 
the Liberals declares unshaken sup- 
port for free trade. 

For the time being, Labor has jet- 
tisoned its capital levy Proposals, and 
the Conservatives have done the 
Same with their general tariff 
scheme. The election thus promises 
to be fought chiefly on domestic is- 
sues, On which the Liberals and Con- 
servatives show little signs of acting 
together, except where the’ defense 
of the present industrial system is 
concerned. 

They are united in the fight against 
Socialism—a system which they hoid 
incompatible with British recovery 
as a commercial nation exposed to 
world competition after the war. 
Both are being adviseij to wage the 
contest in a clean, impersonal man- 
ner, despite the reported predict on 
of @ prominent Laborite that the 
election would be of another char- 
acter. Both are doubtful, however, 
of the extent to whicl co-operation 
is. practicable in anything beyous 
these matters.. This is not only b: 
cause they do not support the same 
remedies. but also bec*’use the Lib- 
erals claim that.q clash and strug- 
gle can i be prevented by the 
emergence of a central party, strong 
enough.to defeat extreme Congerva- 
tism on the one side, and extreme 
Socialism on the other. 

Speaking at Euston this morning, 
Ramsay MacDonald said: “We. are 
out for the biggest fight the Labor 
Party has ever engaged in. ... We 
are going to come back substantially 
strengthened in our following in the 
House ‘of Commons.” 

Liberal and Conservative speeches 
are couched in somewhat less confi- 
dent terms, but all look forward to 
conditions under which one individ- 
ual party will be in control. What 
may happen if no one obtains an ab- 
solute majority, remains obscure. 


SUIT AGAINST SOVIET 
DISMISSED BY COURT

want of jurisdiction a case against 
the Russian Socialist Federated 
Soviet Republic brought by M. Wulf- 
sohn & Co.,. rdising the question 
whether the Soviet can be sued in 
the courts of the United States. 

The plaintiff sought to recover for 
property it alleged the Russian 
Soviet Republic had taken. The New 
York state courts held that the Rus- 
sian Government existed, although it 
had not been recognized by this Gov- 
ernment, but that it could not be 
sued without its consent.

There are those who are abstrac 
and many who are decorative. Sev- 
eral variations can be had of the 
same subject, surprising revelations 
of differing tastes and temperaments. 
Similarly in portraiture and figure 
subjects, there are the pretty ladies 
with softened features, and the real- 
istic ladies whose hard lines are re- 
vealed, and pallor exaggerated. 
There are the architectural sub- 
jects, some of them. done with the 
charming quality and precision of 
Méryon, others with _the illusive 
evanescent effects of Whistler, still 
others are-veritable fairylands. in 
design. Some etchers have shown 
impressive results in the symbolical 
drawings of the age with its.charac- 
teristic . gigantic machinery and 
monotonous labors: - Much that is 
dramatic and stirring has * been 
ncotmpliihed' on the plates of artists 
who are stirred by a philosophy. 

It. would seem that the discussion 
of national character is a consider- 
able divergénce from the interna- 
tional show that is the subject. But 
it is curious though. true that one 
identifies a similarity of interest and 
temperament, and a variety if each 
of the countries represented. The 
so-called strong national qualities 
are not evident. One does not feel 
certain at first glance whether a 
thing is Swedish, or Dnglish, French 
or American. It would be an. exag- 
geration, of course, to say that there 
is no distinction at all between the 
countries, But certainly the distinc- 
tion is not very significant. One dis- 
covers Italian, English and Canadian 
Méryons, Swedish Bensons, and so 
forth. Countries are borrowing from 
each other and are showing a mu- 
tual appreciation of their energies. 
The flair that was associated with 
Paris has become widespread, the 
historic barriers have become en- 
feebled. 

The international exhibition at the 
Casson Gallery with its offering of 
871 prints presents an illustration of 
this point. Needless to say there are 
not 371 masterpieces in the show, but 
the selection is a very good one from 
many points of view. There are etch- 
ings, aquatints, lithographs, wood 
blocks, black and white.and colored. 
The contribution from England is 
generous. Cyril Sanders. Spackman 
is represented with some strong 
black and white block prints.

Objections Met 

‘There are objections to dividing 
these students according to their abil- 
ity but most of the objections can be 
met and, in’ any case, they are not 
nearly so numerous as tle arguments 
in favor of such sectioning.

‘The brilliant students will be doing 
‘longer lessons, attacking. more diffi- 
cult phases of the subject and receiv- 
‘ing opportunities for original work 
‘instead of being. held down to the 
normal pace; while the average stu- 
‘dents find a like adjustment made to 
them in manner and method of pre-. 
“sentation. J 

Another advantage of the system 
jis that it establishes a much fairer 
basis for praise and blame, which at 
‘present are often not only unjust, 
- but injurious. This applies not merely 
.to.the teacher, but to the members of 
ithe class, who are all ico prone to 
‘judge one another on the basis of a 
‘comimon standard.

The growth in the public schools 
of the United States has been amaz- 
ing in the last two decades. - Only 
those who have seen it from the in- 
side realize that it is almost appall- | 
ing. Particularly in the*high school 
fthe enrollment has nearly swamped 
the facilities. In many metropolitan 
centers schools have to be run on 
part time in order to: house. the chil- 
dren. 

This growth necessitates “ large 
increase in the teaching force. »It is 
not necessary to point out that less 
care may be taken in the selection. 
of teachers when the need:of them is‘ 
s0 great. Perhaps it is less obvious 
that the stock of teachers’ will be 
supplied by professignal ‘schools with 
a rapidity that makes for a lowering 
standard. 

No one will deny that the normal 
school is an admirable institution 
and is doing an able work, least of 
all I whocam a normal graduate. 
There is, however, much that the 
normal school under’ its present or- 
ganization, cannot do. it cannot, 
in the nature of humanity\ take 
girls of mediocre mentality: and, th / 
two years’ time, without more ‘than 
a superficial attempt..to give any 
additional culture, turn those girls 
back: into the school system with.the 
sort of background that a really 
efficient teacher needs.

Source of School’s Name 

“This school bears the name of one 
of Portugal’s greatest writers, who, 
although hé was blind for life at the 
age of nine, became a great literary 
génius. 

“The, Feliciano de Castilho School 
is a huge building, which was spe- 
cially. constructed for the education 
of blind children. Although the boys 
and girls occupy separate pavilions, 
after the fashion of the Swiss schools, 
they are much in each other’s com- 
pany and many classes are taken 
trgether. The school has two splen- 
did gymnasiums,. a library, a room 
for dancing, and a theater.” 

The director of the school spoke of 
his pupils as being endowed “with a 
notable gift for music.” From an 
early age, he said, “this strong tend- 
éncy is; cultivated and developed.” 

At the age of six, on their ent 
into the school, the children. receive 
primary instruction and learn music 
on three instruments; the piano, a 
stringed instrument, and a wind in- 
strument. The girls. are taught to 
play the piano and two stringed in- 
struments. : These are the first and 
generally the only playthings these 
children ever know. They are ex- 
pensive playthings, as old instru- 
ments tend to destroy, or at least to 
deteriorate, the immature musical 
sense, and they are therefore not 
allowed in the school. The piano is 
obligatory and is taught until the 
pupil’s education is completed. As 
time goes on a choice amongst other 
instruments is*made according to the 
different aptitudes shown.

IS CITY RECORD 


Total for Half Year Pre- 
sages Increased Pros- 
perity for State 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 6 (Staff 
Correspondence) — San Franeisco’s 
foreign trade for the first six months 


of. 1924 increased more than $5,000,- 
000 as compared with the corres- 
ponding period of 1923. These fig- 
ures alone augur increased prosper- 


4ity for the Bay District next year. 


Not only is there an increased de- 
mand for California fruits and vege- 
tables in the United States, but also 
from. abroad. The latest statistics 
compiled by the foodstuffs division of 
the United States Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce show 
that the British market for the first 
six months of 1924 took approxi- 
mately 32 per cent more canned 
fruits than it did in the correspond- 
ing period of 1923. 

The stabilizing effect of the Dawes 
plan also will. mean increased sales 
of these canned fruits, experts pre- 
dict, in other countries of Europe. 
‘The central European and Scandi- 
navian countries always have been 
the largest purchasers of California 
dried fruits, prunes, apricots, ap- 
ples, and raisins. An increased de- 
mand in these countries for Cali- 
fornia prunes is expected, due to a 
shortage in the French crop. 

In speaking both of the domestic 
and foreign demand for California 
products, Edward G. Montgomery, 
chief of the foodstuffs division of 
the Bureau of Commerce, said: 

“The Pacific Coast, as a whole, 
has increased its shipments of per- 
ishable products from 150,000 car- 
loads, five years ago, to 350,000 car- 
loads last year. Even five years ago 
many thought the market had

The leaven of the new feeling may

There is relief, a 
feeling of hope, among all classes of 
Germans. Most of the prisoners have 
now been released and the great ma- 
jority of the expelled have been al- 
lowed to return. It is possible to 
pass from unoccupied to occupied 
Germany without special permission.

League Discusses 
Report on slavery 


Commission : Proposes to Ob- 
tain Its Information From 
Private Sources 


Special from Monitor Bureay . 


LONDON, Sept. 28—More informa 
tion was the chief theme of the re- 
port which the temporary slavery 
commission of the League presented 
to the Council recently. The com- 
mission is apparently confrontetl 
with great difficulty in obtaining the 
necessary information without: in- 
juring the susceptibilites _of the 
various governments. ~ 

The procedure the commission 
proposes to:follow is not to tap of- 
ficial sources in future: It. has re- 
ceived the namés of a number of 
organizations and individuals who 
are in possession of the necessary 
information and it proposes to ask 
their governments whether they are 
competent and reliable. 

The Anti-Slavery Society of Great 
Britain is both able and willing to 
give information about things which 
happen outside British territory, 
whereas the British Government, to 
cite an actual case, refused to give 
to the League the information known 
to be in its possession about slavery 
in Abyssinia,.as such an act might 
be construed as an unfriendly act 
against a friendly state. 

There would be no need for pri- 
vate persons or, organizations to 
adopt so cautious an attitude. More- 
over, the decision to ‘ask govern- 
ments to stand sponsor. for the 
charaéter of the informant will pre- 
vent complaints -being treated as 
frivolous by thé Goverfments ac- 
cused of: committing -or permitting 
the practices comiplainéd of. How- 
ever, as a further safeguard, the 
Assembly ‘has-directed that any gov- 
ernment so acctised shall be noti- 
fied of the charge, and be given an 
opportunity to reply, before the com- 
— actually starts an. investiga- 
tion

Sentences Excessive 


It is intelligible that Germans who 
have been guilty of acts of violence 
against the French authorities in the 
occupied area should be retained in 
prison; . But. in many cases their. 
sentences are excessive. To punish 
a man by fiye or six years in prison 
for _abusing a French soldier, or by 
three years for having a false pass, 
or being found in possession of an 
old rifie, is a- violation of justice. 
Many prisoners have been released. 
It would assist greatly to appease if 
the French authorities would release 


all but the worst’offenders and would 


hand these over to the German 
courts. It is difficult to distinguish 
in every case between a political of- 
fendet’ and an ordinary breaker of 
the law.

quadrennial plague. : 

When the British elections are over, at the 

end of .a short and sharp contest, the new 
Parliament ‘comes into being at once, fully 
equipped: for business and with a mandate 
from the people as to: how it shall be dis- 
charged. - The outcomé of the national election 
in the United States will be the election of a 
President, ‘who will not take office for three 
months, and a Congress’ unable to function for 
thirteen months, unless that President shall 
- call it in’ extraordinary session. 
In the interim a dis¢arded President and a 
repudiated Congress have opportunity to com- 
mit. the Nation to. policies*which the voters 
‘have rejected at the polls. That no such mis- 
~feasance in office has ever occurred doés not 
weakeh the indictment of the ayeee which 
still makes it possible. 

Thus far the comparison between the Ameri- . 
can and British systems: seems to redound 
wholly to the advantage'of the former. With a 
briefer Campaign the British:get a more prompt 
response of the government to the expressed 
will of the electorate. But other factors enter 
into the case, and much of this seeming advan- 
tage vanishes under scrutiny. When the people 
of the United*States have voted, after listening 
for months to the thunder of the captains and 
the shouting, they at least are assured of relief 
from presidential politics for four years, and of 
congressional campaigns for two. 

They lack-the immediate and constant con- 
trol over their Government possessed by the 
Englishman; but at least they have assurance 
of immunity from “the plague of politics” for 
a span of years. In England no, such happy 
assurance exists. It is entirely possible, for 
éxample, that the election to be held this month 
will result in a new Parliament without a work- 
ing majority, in which’ the Government can 
hold power only’by thé acquiescence of one of 
the parties not directly responsible for it. In 
such event: political uncertainty will be only 
’ magnified, not allayed, by the election. : 

The business community in the United States 
is-already uneasy over-the remote possibility 
that the presidential succession may not be 
settled Nov. 4, but may g0 over for settlemént 
by Congress in February. What would be its 
feeling did the possibility exist that the whole 
outcome ‘of the election ‘might be overthrown 
- by an adverse vote in a House of Representa- |. 
tives in which no party had a working majority? 

These comparisons, ‘ while’ interesting, are, 
perhaps, without practical value. The British 
system of parliamentary government is the 
result’ of long and gradual evolution. - When 

weaknesses become apparent they are rem- 
edied; as in the case of the parliamentary re- 
form. legislation by which the scandals of rot- 
- ten-boroughs and the duplication of votes were 
done away with. If the perplexing problem of 
a third ‘party persists it will be solved, perhaps 
_ by a system of proportional représentation. 

American congressional methods, being 
based upon a written Constitution | which’ is 
. with difficulty amended, are ‘less flexible. | Yet 
they are susceptible of correction. Already the 
demand for the more speedy assumption of 
office by newly, elected presidents, senators and

There, flanking it, ate brown. and green ‘hills, 
upon which are concealed from all but keenly 
observing eyes the stern guardians of the port, 
which speak out in friendly salute or in omi- 
nous defiance, as their mood dictates. To the 
incoming traveler the gateway opens to a land 
of romance. To the departing voyager it writes 
finis, perhaps, to a, story long to be remembered. 

San Francisco has changed in. its physical 
aspects from the city as it was before its recon- 
struction and marvelous rehabilitation. It has 
changed also in-its texture and fabric since 
the ‘70’s and 80’s.. Still it is unique in char- 
acter, with an atmosphere, for those’ who 
discover it, unlike that of any other city in the 
world. How does a community preserve these 
identifying and inimitable characteristics? San 
Francisco has absorbed into its social and eco- 
nomic fabric within the last fifty years those 
who might have changed, so far as mere num- 
bers go, its entire personnel. And yet one who 
knew the city a quarter of a century ago will 
know it now, not by its outstandiiig landmarks 
so much as by the cordial friendliness of its 
people. 

The student of Saami may discover, if he 
chances to delve below the surface indications 
studied by the more casual observer, that there 
is a striking similarity between San Francisco 
and its distant sister city, New. York. Both have 
been. built.up chiefly by processes of accretion 
and absorption. ‘This is true of méarly every 
large city, of course, but New York and San 
Francisco have exemplified it peculiarly and 
profitably... The foundation.of much of the Iat- 
ter city’s wealth was in thé mines of Nevada, 
where its first kings. ‘of finance, the Mackays, 
_the. Fairs, and others of their ‘time, won vast 
fortunes from the Comstock mines. As wealth 
attracts wealth, so the golden stream which 
these men: directed toward Sen Francisco ‘has 
never ceased. 

But this golden flood has been diverted wisely 
and. thoughtfully ’ into constructive channels. 
Magnificent civie monuménts ‘in the. form: of 
libraries, museums, officé buildings and’ beau- 
tiful parks.and playgrounds have been provided 
for the education and comfort as well of the 
visitor as .of the. people who call. the city their 
“home, .

Perhaps it is mere sentiment that makes us 
wish this conquering: sense of progress would 
not have to, flaunt itself quite so visibly where 
the essence of beauty, once no less conquering, 
still lingers.
